How old are you? 
І am 31 years old. 

How long have you been skating pro? 
I turned pro in 1976. I probably 
skated, you could say, actually 
skated since about 1968, when I 
first picked up my first skate- 
board and started cruising around. 
What was the first park you skated? 
Can you remember? 

The very first park I skated was 
called, ah, what was the name of it? 


It was Paved Wave in Cocoa Beach and 


it was the first park in Florida.

Which was the East Coast versus the West 
Coast big duel, 

What was your favorite park of all the parks 
you've skated? 

Cherry Hill, New Jersey by far. 


EV- What about Stone-edge? Could 
you tell us a little about 
that? I know you were one of 
the main guys in the design 

of that. 

Stone Edge Skateboard Park. 
0.К., it's different from the 
older parks because there's 

not really banked transitions 
in it. There's no banks. It's 
all transition is what it is. 
You know, transition bowls. 
More updated modern designs 
They've got the U-bowl and 

then they've got a , I guess 
you'd call it a keyhole pool, 
and, um, then they've got a 
teardrop shaped bowl in the 
back and they also have a 
cloverleaf type one in the 
front, and did I say the big 
ramp? Then they have the big 
ramp that's about all they 

have there right now. Steel 
surface ramp. 

Is that the first park you've 
helped design? 

Let me think, no. I have help- 
ed out with other parks. I can't 
even remember which ones they 
were. There were a couple other 
ones in Ft. Lauderdale, Skate- 
board U.S.A., there's Skateboard 
Haven. I've helped with a few 
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of those and other parks. Where they've 
been built they've contacted me by 

phone and I just gave them some basic 
designs and dimensions over the phone 

and stuff like that. But, Stone-Edge 

is probably the one I worked with the 
most actually. 

Have you been active as far as contests 
lately? I know running your own business 
is rough. 

Nope, I'm trying to think what was the 
last year I competed. I started the 
company, let's see this is '89. '88, '87, 
I started the company I think in like the 
middle of '86. So 1985 was the last year 

I competed, I believe, and at the end of 
the year in the N.S.A. I was ranked like 
about 24th, I think. 24th ranked and that 
was the first time I competed in 5 years. 
That was when I had to make the decision 
on next year of doing the pro circuit or 
going into business for myself. And I 
chose to go into business. 

Yeah, that's a real big decision. 

Yeah, it was real hard because І did a lot 
better than I thought I would on the pro 
circuit and I was really looking forward 
to the next year. Then just being con- 
fronted with the business thing and with 
ту age and everything like that, you know, 
І had to more lean toward that. 

And eventually make a living, right? 
Exactly. Being an East Coast skater, I'm 
not going to make a living off my skating 
alone. 

Yeah, that was another question 1 was going 
to ask. Why stay here? Everyone that turns 
pro, maybe they figure to make it big, go 
West. Why did you stay here? 

Why did І stay here? Because І like East 
Coast a lot better than the West Coast and 
І had other ways of making money than пу 
skating. 1% wasn't like І had to move out 
there, you know, and І still got to skate 
as much as 1 wanted to. 1 didn't have to 
sacrifice any of my skating by staying 
here. І may have sacrificed some money 
making off of my skating. 1 had other ways 
of making money. 

From a manufacturers point of view, do you 
think it would be better for your company 
to be here or on the West Coast? 

For me, as long as I've been on the East 
Coast and everything, І think the East 
Coast would be the best place for me, 
because that's where I'm the most well 
known and everything like that. You know, 
1t's easier for me starting out here. 1% 
would be kind of hard for me to break into 


the West Coast, but there will be a day, 
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You've been in skating a long time, do 
you think the East Coast has always been 

a hotbed of skating the West has just 

never recognized? 

It was recognized back in the mid 70's 

"cause there were about 5 or 6 magazines 

that did come out and we got recognition 

real good for a full year and that was 

when skating took its big plunge, with 

the insurance problem and the market be- 

ing flooded also. Ever since then all the 

magazines went down and there hasn't been 

any since. There are the one's in Califor- 

nia, so it's kinda gone back to the way 1% 

was. East Coast, no coverage, West Coast 

full coverage. 

Do you think the market is flooded now? 

No, it isn't. 1 think the larger com- ч 
panies and everything like that have а 

little bit of control over who gets in 

and who doesn't as far as a new company 

starting out. If they don't know who they 

are and if they know they're not there to 

promote the sport, not just there to make 

money, then they won't let them in. They 

won't get the backing they need to survive. 

1 don't think the top skaters, pro skaters 

would back a shitty company these days 

like they used to. It's more than money 

now. 

I work in a pro shop and it seems like we 

have 600 pro models to choose from any 

more. 

There is a lot, but I don't think it's 

flooded yet. A lot of the new pro things 

why you see so many pro models now is 

because of street skating. Before you 

didn't have that. You know, if you take 

away all your street models, how many 

models would you have left? 

Not many, that's a good point 

That's how I look at it, That's increased 

the pro ranks by 2/3 you know. You've 

seen a 50 to 60% jump in pros since all 

the street skating started happening. 4, 
What do you think of some type of qual- 
ifier for people to turn pro? Like where 
you have to enter so many contests. Do 
you think that would be something ben- ( 
eficial, ог do you think the way it's 

working now, where they decide when they 

want to turn pro? 

Well, actually, I think it's not so much 

up to the individual himself saying, "oh, 

I'm going to turn pro now." He's also got 

to have the backing from a company that 

will give him a model. So, 1 think 1% 

should be left up to the manufacturer. If 

they really wanna promote this guy and if 

they think that he is a good enough 
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skater to do it, you know. 'Cause there 
are some skaters who are pros that I know 
alot of amateurs that are better than 

some of the pros, but they are a good mar- 
keting item. I mean, they have a great 
personality, they knoe how to get out there 
and talk to the kids and promote the pro- 
duct. It isn't just all skating. Skating, 
you know, that is probably the most import- 
ant factor, but attitude has a lot to do 


with it too. 

So, is that something that when you are 

picking, maybe even ams, is that something 

that you would look for? 

Sure, the attitude is, І would say is real 

close to 50% of picking a team. 

That's something a lot of skaters ask and 

they never really understand how people 

pick their team, 

Right, exactly. Like, they'll see this guy 

and say, "Oh, he isn't that great, How'd he 

get on the team?" You know, because he has 

the right attitude. I mean, you can have 

the greatest skater in the world and if 
itude and he's going 


he's got a shitty at 
around telling all the kids, "Stick it here, 
stick it here." It isn't really gonna help 
your name at all, no matter how good a skater 
he is. 

Back to you, personally do you feel as you've 
grown older you've lost some of your skating 
ability or do you feel that it's stayed even 
or gained? 


ML- 
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The only thing that I'v 
the thing I've lost, I don't think any of 
it has to do with age. I've lost a little 


actually lost, 


bit of consistency in my skating. You, 

know, I don't have as many tricks as I used 
to. The ones I do, I do really well, but 

um, the only loss isn't because of age, it's 
because of time. I don't have the time to 
put into skating like I used to. You know, 
if I could skate anywhere from 4 to 6 hours 
every day, I'd be skating better than I 

ever have in my life. Just because of the 
update in equipment and the terrain also. 
Ramps are a lot easier to skate than the 

old bowls with kinked transitions and every- 
thing like that. It's a lot easier learning 
stuff now. It's just a matter of time for me. 
The only thing I actually notice in my 
skating is my endurance isn't what it used 
to be. You know, it's a lot harder for me 

to do a long contest run, & to get in en- 
ough tricks. But, then again, if I was 
training everyday I think that endurance 
would come back. 

What do you think about the future of 
mini-ramps? 

There will probably be skaters who skate 
mini-ramps really good that will get models 
but I guess that could be another phase of 
another pro thing going through. It depends 
on if there ends up being a lot of pro 
mini-ramp contests. Right now there isn't 
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a lot and I think skating is 
going to lead toward you're 
going to have to be a good all 
around skater, not just skate 

a mini-ramp or not just skate 
street, & not just be able to 
be a vert skater. You're gonna 
have to be able to do mini-ramp, 
vert, and street. 

I think they are trying to lean 
the circuit that way now. 

Yeah, I think it's better that 
way. Your overall skater, you 
know. I mean, everybody has 
their one event that they really 
do specialize in good, which for 
me is vert. But, I'm learning 
right now. I'm going through a 
learning thing, learning to 
skate mini-ramps and they're , 
really fun. It's good to take 
your tricks from the mini-ramp 
to the vertical ramp. 

І think you're going to see а 
big progression of tricks. 
People learning them on mini- 
ramps first. 

І think you've already seen 
that. I've already seen a ton 
of tricks that you wouldn't 
even think of doing on a vert- 


ical ramp, but they have be 


done on mini-ramp. So, that 
brings the thought in your head, 
І can do that оп vert too. So, 
the mini-ramp is definately a 
positive thing that has happened 
in the last year or so. 


Another question from the manu- 
facturers standpoint. If someone 
came up to you, basically you sponsor East 
Coast pros, would you sponsor one of the 
West Coast pros? 

Oh, sure, definately. І would sponsor a 
West Coast skater that was going to 
represent us good out there in a heart- 
beat. І haven't really been out there my- 
self since I've started the company and I 
haven't went out there and looked for some- 
one in California. But, if someone did 
come along that was a good skater, I would 
be ‘more than willing and able to put them 
on, Definately, I would be looking for a 
couple of skaters out there as a matter 

of fact. 

What pros do you sponsor right now? 

I sponsor Bob Umbel, Tommy Koesel, Brad 
Baxter and myself. That's it. 
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Who else gives you support as far as your 
sponsors? 

My sponsorship? 0.К., I'm sponsored by 
Billabong clothing, Santa Cruz Speed Wheels 
Gullwing trucks and Rector pads. 

Where all have you been, as far as traveling? 
Mainly I've been pretty much everywhere іп 
the United States. I've covered the whole 
U.S. I've been to Canada and the Bahamas 4 
then just recently to Australia. 

Tell us a little about Australia. What did 
you go down there for? 

Well, we went down for a promotional tour 
with the team. I took two pros with me and 
four amateurs and we did at least, 1'd say 
10 exhibitions down there. We skated all 
different kinds of bowls. There's so many 
city places down there. There's like city 
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recreation parks that the city has put 
up and ther's 10 times as many places 
to skate there as here, 10 times as 


many. You don't’ see as many good skaters 
because it's actually just starting to 
grow there. It's real expensive for a 
kid to get а good skateboard over there. 
That might even be a little bit of a 
part of not seeing so many good skaters. 
A lot of kids probably can't afford the 
equipment on a regular basis, if they 
were skating every day. 

So, do you have plans for the future as 
far as traveling? 

Yeah, we're planning on doing Europe at 
the beginning of next year with a tour 
of Europe and then, uh, in between that 
we'll be hitting a lot of major contests 
in the U.S. and also doing exhibitions 
up and down the East Coast, Hopefully, 
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within the next year, if the 
company continues to grow the 
way it's going, I would like 
to get out to California and 
do some promotions out there 
What kind of goals do you 
have for yourself? 

Basically, right now, my 
number 1 goal is to make the 
company successful, We're 
still in a struggling stage 
We've only been around for a 
couple of years now, A couple 
of more years of hard work 4 
clubbing our name 4 just grow- 
ing. Once the company is succ- 
essful, hopefully the company 
will start running itself in a 
year or so and I'd like to do 
a contest. I don't want to do 
the full pro circuit, it's 
just too much. But, I wouldn't 
mind doing a Tew contests to 
let people know I'm still 
skating. 1'11 be doing a lot 
of demos and my main goal is 
to have the company running 
real good and have a house 
with a ramp in the back yard 
that I can retire skating on. 
Skate in my backyard "til I 
can't skate no more, "til my 
body gives way. 

I don't think that will be 
anytime soon from the way 

it sounds. 

The only thing that would make 
me guit soon would be an in- 
jury, a major injury that 
wouldn't heal. Something that 
would stop me from skating. 
The only thing 1 worry about 
is knees. That's about my 
only worry, everything else 
іп пу body's great. My knees 
are a little bit weak 

І think that comes with the territory 

Yeah, I'm surprised they lasted this long 
Well, that's about all I've got. Any advice 
for skaters out there? Maybe for someone 

who is just learning to ride a ramp 

Don't give up. Don't give up if there is 
somebody better than you. Don't be intim- 
idated by it. Take it as a learning ex- 
perience. Learn from the people that are 
better than you. Then, one day there will 

be people learning from you.
